Notwithstanding slightly disturb- 
ed economic conditions that have 
made themselves felt in all parts 
of the nation, Corsicana's leaders 
in. agriculture, finance and busi- 
ness are predicting a successful 
year in ,1930 in their respective 
lines, with the cumulative result 
of increased prosperity for 
the 
county • and every citizen within 
its borders. 
Although the securities markets 
are 
still disturbed, 
eome order 
has been established and finajic- 
ing .is oh a more table basis than 
it was for several months during 
1929. Retrenching has been com- 
pleted in most instances, and re- 
cuperation of losses through great- 
er volume and ]ess margin is free- 
ly predicted 
for 
the 
coming 
months. 


Possibility of the completion of 
Navarro county's 
various 
good 
toads projects, which will enable 
easy access to the city and extend 
Corsicana's trade 
territory, 
has 
also added a few rosy tints to 
the 
prophesies. Numerous 
rner- 
' chants placed the blame for a 
large portion of the trade slump 
in the last three months to im- 
passable roads in almost every 
direction out of Corslcana. 
Diversification Widespread. 


, Agricultural prospects have sel- 
dom been better according to num- 
erous close observers; the ground 
is well seasoned and may easily 
"withstand a considerable drought 
during the summer months with- 
out causing a crop failure. Very 
little land will be left 
out of 
cultivation. Increased interest in 
diversification, dairying, adequate 
pasturage, raising of feed stuffs. 
and flocks of poultry arouses hopes 
that the majority of the farriers 
•wttj not be as dependent as usual 
on ' cotton, which usually Is the 
"money" crop as well as supplying 
the necessities^ of life throughout 
the year. 


Dairying particularly is expect- 
ed to make rapid strides during 
the next year. A number of blood- 
ed animals are^- available in the 
county for the improvement 
of 
herds. Establishment of a mar- 
ket in Corslcana for both whole 
milk and cream, paying a bettor 
market price than is usually paid 
at the milk plants, has given the 
modern partner of agriculture a 
decided impetus. With the com- 
pletion of a good roads program, 
a number of milk routes covering 
a considerable portion of the -coun- 
ty will likely be organized. 
No harmful effect is expected to 
result from the large quantities 
of cotton that are being held 
both by farm owners and ten- 
ants; and it is almost the unani- 
mous opinion that the farmers of 
INavarro county are perhaps in 
the best condition of any section 
of the state. The bulk of farm 
paper is reported slightly smaller 
than at the close of 1928. 


Slight Slump in 1929. 


Business during the past .year 
on the whole suffered a slump 
of ten to twenty-five per cent 
below the normal expectation, but 
practically all of the business men 
are preparing for a normal volume 
this coming year, and a number 
of them are expecting increases 
ranging from eight to fifteen per 
cent over 1929. Only a very few 
mentioned possibilities of a fur- 
ther decline. 
It is the opinion, also, that prac- 
tical goods in all Jines will be 
more salesable than the items of 
the luxury class, as 
the 
final 


period of readjustment after the 
years of the oil boom. Few of 
the merchants have suffered from 
bad accounts during the past year 
and anticipate a good year. 
Benewed activity 
in 
building 
and construction lines is expected 
to aid in the betterment of busi- 
ness conditions over the year just 
closed. Expenditures 
approaching 


$600,000' are projected by the mu- 
nicipal government of Corsica.na, 
including 
an 
incenerator 
plant, 
paving, public market, schools and 
sewer extensions. 


Highway 
Building. 
Pouring of concrete on several 


of the county roads will also in- 
crease the annual payroll total 
for 1930. Several other building 
projects have been rumored and 
will likely be consummated dur- 
ing the coming twelve months. 


After an unusual period of in- 


activity during the past year, evi- 
dences of renewed efforts to locate 
Jiew pools of oil are in sight for 
the coming months. For the past 
year drilling activities have been 
confined to a few scattered wild- 
cat tests and explorative work. 


However, several of the major 
companies 
have 
bought 
large 
blocks of acreage In various un- 
developed sections of the county 
recently, and drilling may safe- 
ly be predicted in some parts at 
least. The Pure Oil company has 
been busy for several months mak- 
ing extensive core tests on a large 
block of their holdings southwest 
of Corslcana, and it is rumored 
that a definite 
location 
for a 
through test of the area will be 
announced as soon as the results 
of the core tests and seismograph 
operations has been completed. 
Oil Development Outlook 


Continued 
development of 
the 
Van Zandt county oil fields may 
result in renewed drilling in the 
extreme eastern section of Na- 
varro county. Hundreds of acres 
were acquired in this sector on 
the strength of the showing made 
in the new East Texaa producing 
area. 


In spite of the disappointments 


(Buffered at Mexia In the search 
for an oil-producing sand from 
the Trinity series, some hopes re- 
main of a test to about 7,000 feet 
being drilled in Navarro county 


within the 
next year. Overpro- 


duction would be only a slight de- 
teront to such an enterprise since 
a test of this nature would re- 
quire several months for 
com- 


pletion, and the cost would pro-

The chief avowed object 


of 
President 
Coolidge in 


calling the naval conference 
in 1927 was to cut down ex- 
penditures on ships of war. 
It was a part of his general 
program of economy; He 
would relieve the taxpayer 
of burdens in the way of na- 
val armament that might be 
found to be needless if inter- 
national agreements could be 
made. 


Of course, there was the 


incidental hope that 
the 


cause and incitements to war 
would be reduced along with 
warships.. 
The conference 


was in pursuance of the dis- 
armament proposals favored 
by the League of Nations and 
was therefore thought of as 
in the interest of peace. Yet 
the motive uppermost with 
Washington 
was, frankly 


stated to be to bring down 
naval budgets. 


With President 
Hoover 


the situation is reversed. He 
was 
thinking 
of 
world 


peace when he began 
the 


correspondence which 
re- 


sulted in the calling of the 
forthcoming 
disarmament 


conference in London. If the 
conference results in reduc- 
tion by the United States, 
even in the abandonment of 
all or part of the present na- 
val construction program, a 
great burden will have been 
lifted from the bowing backs 
of the taxpayers, but, from 
the president's 
viewpoint- 


that will be a secondary re- 
sult. 


If one' purpose is more 


idealistic than the other, it is 
because one is universal and 
the other national in its 
scope. 
World peace is an 


idealistic goal, but so is a 
level of taxation which ceas- 
es to be burdensome to the 
people. Both are idealists, 
differing in their valuation 
of two ideals but both seek- 
ing the same things. 


BIRDS. 


Twenty countries on five 


continents have joined forces 
for the protection of many 
species of bird life, some of 
the European nations, that 
formerly offered little or no 
protection to man's feather- 
ed friends, taking a leading 
part in the movement. 


According to a report of 


the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, Italy of 
all the countries concerned 
has shown 
the 
greatest 


change of attitude, and from 
a nation 
of 
unrestricted 


bird slaughter a few years 
ago it has come to be one 
which 
framed 
protective 


laws that are models of effi- 
ciency. 


Practically all of the coun- 


tries involved have not only 
passed laws protecting the 
most important native bird 
species but have gone a step 
further in establishing bird 
sanctuaries well distributed 
throughout migratory flight 
lanes. 


Progress has been gratify- 


ing l?ut there still remains 
considerable to be accom- 
plished before our bird al- 
lies are given the full protec- 
tion necessary for the protec- 
tion of bird and plant life 
and for the comfort and hap- 
piness 
of humanity. Too 


much protection cannot be 
given birds, especially those 
beautiful of song and plum- 
age and useful as destroyers 
of noxious weeds and in- 
jurious insects. 


While hunting, land rec- 


lamation and 
deforestation 


decimated bird life 
in the 


United States, the former is 
now aiding to restore it by 
furnishing, through hunting 
license fees, the money used 
for 
bird 
sanctuaries 
and 


bird protection. The sports- 
man, although he still brings 
back 
his 
limited bag of 


pheasants, quail* turkey and 
duck, is making retribution.

cussed the situation personally with 
the chief executive. 
The white house announced the 


letter had been received late yester- 
day with the added statement it 
would not be made public and that 
thus far no reply had been drafted. 
Borah declined to reveal what was 
contained in it. 
In his previous statements, the 


Idahoan, one of Mr. Hoover's most

compaigners, 
asserted 


the faults 
of prohibition enforce-. 


ment lay with those charged with ] 
making the law effective and that' 
with the present personnel "from 
top to bottom" nothing could be 
done. 


Later he daclared saloons were

trict attorney" and charged a "scan- 
dal" exists in-the administration of 
the alcohol permit system.

The dead were:

H. Gray, 37, of the English

corps during the World War; his 
20-year-old wife, Evelyn; Robert M.

Moore; C. N. Dillon and Ray 


Allison. The last three were Ama- 
rillo business men. 


Gray, who was piloting the plane, 


Moore and Allison were killed in- 
stantly.

lions of theological scholars and 
specialists, Matthew himself was 
no theologian, but 
only a 
plain 


business man, who in mature 
life 


became a disciple of Jesus. 


Matthew held a goMernment job; 


one commonly regarded as disre- 
putable, for he was a tax-collector, 
or publican, a post commonly as- 
sociated 
with 
cruel 
~r.ift. 
Al- 


thougn a Jew, he was an employee 
of the hated Roman administra- 
tion. His ofifce was on the Great 
Road which connected 
Damascus 


with the Mediterranean, ~and ran 
through Capernaum, the city at the 
head of the Lake of Galilee which 
was the manhooa home of Jesus. 


One day, Jesus passed by, and 


called Lev!—which 
was 
his 
old 


name—into 
dlscinleship. 
On 
the 


spot, Matthew chucked up his old 
job. 
But he did not go back on 


his old friends. 
He gave a great 


feast for his new Master—without 
once mentioning It in his own book 
—to which he invited his former as- 
sociates, to the scandal of the pha- 
risees.. 
And In fine humility, this 


wealthy ex-official in his book al- 
ludes to himself as a publican. A 
big man was Matthew, whose new 
surrender and service led him into 
the development .of 
unexpected 


powers, such as that of authorship. 


Old Powers in New Places. 


Everybody flavors with his nat- 


ural qualities whatever work he 
does'. 
Personality 
Is never 
lost 


when a man gives up his old life 
for new dlsclpleship to Jesus. Mat- 
thew kept always the viewpoint of 
the public official, Interested in the 
affairs of organized society. It was 
inevitable that any biography of 
Jesus written by him should be the 
Gospel of the Kingdom. 


Although derided by fellow Jews, 


because he had filled a gentile job 
and exacted taxes from his own 
people. 
Matthew wrote his book 


primarily for the Jews. He presents 
Jesus as the lineal descendant of 
Abraham and David, the expected 
Messiah. 
Giving Joseph His Due. 


May we not suppose that Matthew 


had known in person the reserved, 
deep-eyed carpenter of 
Nazareth, 


Joseph? 
It is altogether possible. 


The author of the Gospel gives a 
clear picture of the husband of 
Mary and the 
manful 
part 
he 


played in the Nativity story. 
He 


imparts a sense of the protective- 
ness of Joseph over the Holy Fam- 
ily. 
. 


When told in a dream by an an- 


gel that Mary was with child by 
the Holy Spirit, Joseph sheltered 
her from the scandalous gossip of 
a small town by his 
name 
and 


standing. To him it was revealed 
that this Child, so miraculously to 
be born, was the 
fulfillment 
of 


Scripture; and to him the two beau- 
tiful names "Jesus" and "Immanu- 
el," were made known. 
Matthew 


tells us expllctly that it was Joseph 
who bestowed upon the new-born 
Babe the name of Jesus. 
. 


A resourceful, 
"practical" 
man, 


Joseph found a place In the crowd- 
ed Bethlehem inn for Mary. After 
long months had passed, and the 
census of Augustus had been com- 
pleted, and the Magi had come and 
gone, it was Joseph who took moth- 
er and Child swiftly and 
safely 


down the old and dangerous desert 
road that led through the Sinai 
Peninsula to the safety of 
Egypt. 


What thoughts of his nation's his- 
tory—;Of Jeremiah and Elijah and 
the Twelve Spies on the same high- 
way—must »have been his, especial- 
ly as his family slept out under the 
brilliant stars at night.

Farmers In Navarro county are 


entering the new year in a much 
better condition than usual and the 
prospect's for at least normal con- 
ditions in 1930 are bright. 
Prior to December 13 there has 


been ginned in the 
county 84,534 
bales of the 1929 crop, which is an 
average production for the county. 
A large per cent of the crop was 
gathered In fair weather and with 
a minimum of expense. Despite a 
late planting season and the diffi- 
culties encountered 
in the early 
spring the crbp was not an extra 
expensive one to make. When fair 
weather started farmers 
kept up 


with their 
work 
and excessive 


amount of outside labor was not re- 
quired. 
, 


The crop was gathered early, in 


fact earlier than in many seasons, 
which enabled the farmers to start 
immediately preparing for the next 
crop. 
Taken aa a whole, farm 
work'is further advanced than us- 
ual at this time of the year. The 
farmers took advantage of the fair 
weather that followed the fall rains 
and considerable fall 
grain was 
planted. 
Some of the young oats 


were killed by the dry freeze that 
preceded the snow just a few days 
before Christmas but there still re- 
mains an average fall crop of grain. 
More will be planted in the near 
future bringing the acreage up to 
about an avergae, or probably a 
little above, grain crop in the coun- 
ty. 
Much In Feed Crops 


Corn and other feed crops will 
also be planted. Enough corn, hay, 
oats and other feeds will be planted 
to assure the county plenty of feed 
if weather conditions are favorable 
and if weather conditions are not 
favorable very little feed will be 
made anyway. 


Indications now point to practi- 


cally the same acreage in cotton 
that has been planted during the 
last few years. 
Conditions, how- 


ever, are just a little more favor- 
able than they were at the begin- 
ning of 1929. Cotton was out ear- 
lier and the land was in fine shape 
for cultivation following the fall 
rains. 


There has been rain enough to 


supply plenty of subsoil moisture 
and this was followed by the heav- 
fest snowfall in the history of the 
county. 
Land that 
was broken 


when the snow fell will be in fine 
shape for planting and the remaind- 
er will be ready for the plow in a 
few days. The snow not only furn- 
ished moisture but served to pro- 
tect oats and other grains from the 
hard freezes that followed. 
Cold Hurts Insects 


The excessive cold weather will 
at least retard . the activities of 
insects if it doesn't kill a large per 
cent of them. There was less dam- 
age from boll weevil, boll worms 
and other insects during 1929 than 
usual and there will be less "carry 
over" than is generally the case. 
Farmers in the county are rapidly 


taking up diversification. During 
the past year considerable inter- 
est was shown in dairying and pres- 
ent indications point to still more 
activity in that line. Bull circles 
have been organized and some fine 
cows have been secured, as was at- 
tested by the fine showing at the 
Navarro County Poultry and Live 
Stock association show. It is esti- 
mated that 
an 
average of 1,500 


pounds of sweet cream, sour cream 
and sweet milk are shipped each 
week from this county. Over 1,000 
pounds were shipped from Corsi- 
cana last week in one lot. 


Arrangements have been made 
with a local company to take care 
of the shipments of 
cream and 


farmers 
from 
Blooming 
Grove, 
Dawson, Kerens and other sections 
of the county are taking advant- 
age of the opportunity to add to 
their Income in that way. 
Better. Seed Sought 


Not only are the farmers turn- 
ing to livestock to supplement the 
products of the farm, but.they are 
taking more interest in securing 
better seed. One ginner said that 
since he installed a seed 
culling 


machine last fall, over 90 per cent 
of the farmers who caught their 
planting seed had them culled. An 
effort is being 
made to improve 


the lint and 
to have a uniform 
length staple. 
Navarro county Is among 
the 


leaders in terracing and soil con- 
servation Is 
being 
given 
more 


thought than in the years past, 
Tho county demonstration agent, 
assisted by experts from A. and M. 
college conducted terracing schools 
during the past year and as a re- 
sult of the educational campaign a 
largo amount of land will be terrac- 
ed during 1930. 
Farmers Hold Cotton 


Another indication of the pros- 


perity of the farmers of the coun- 
ty is the amount of cotton'that they 
are holding. 
In the local yards 
there are approximately 4,500 bales 
of cotton and a iarge per cent of 
it belongs to the farmers and land
